CORRUPTION OP TUB 31KMCKns f .

Mav 2*2, 1957— This day a /eturn w ... 
sent down to Parliament, disclosing u strange 
state of n flairs. It give?) a cluo lo sonieihing 
of tho pillage practiced upon tho revpnuo nf 
tho Province by its 'g^iardinna. On tlici'drd 
April, 1605, Charles Alleyn nnd A. I'otetlc, 
inombors of tho Asse'mbly, woro named Com. 
miasionera to enquire whether tho Mommo- 
ronci Rridgo had actually fallen — if, so, 
whether it vrns' occasioned by gravitation, 
and, if not, why it did not, liko Mahomet's 
coiTtn, remain w hero it was. The return 
slates that these Commissioners received 
EIGHT HOLLA KS pet diem. Wo are 
crolihly informed tint this is not tho foci. 
There is a rule adopted by tho Governor in 
Council, that, for tlio tir»t week, Commis- 
sioners should bo entitled (if professional 
111011) to fourteen dollars per diy, tho second 
week twelve dollars, nnd tho third week ten 
dollars. The scalo diminished from a unx- 
imurn to a minimum, commencing at tho 
maximum and diminishing from week to 
week till it is reduced to ijie sum of eight 
dollars per diem. Thero is ^distinction in 
tho order between professional vnoit and non- 
proloMionol men— tho former being allowed 
fourteen dollar* per diem, ami iho f.nier ten. 
It is difficult to sfb what- legal skill was 
brought into requisition in o.xnniiuing tho 
ruins of Montmuronci llridjjo,— but those 
two lawyers, who am member* of tho Houso. 
woro paid for their sorvioes as professional 
men. 

Again, ihe samo Mr. Alloyn, and ono Jo- 
•eph Nnpoloon Poulin, physician, woro 
appointed lo ox n mine into ihe iitanngomonl 
of Iho Quebec Turnpike Ko'nls.

Poulin is out. Tho position is dirlbront— 
quilo different. - 

Tho.noxt curiosity by wny of commision 
ors is that distinguished statesman,. Ounhar 
Uos°.i Mo ■lie.s a gnniua for everything. In 
fact, liis genius is of no uni verso] aohurnclor 
that it is diflicult to ajicoriaiii for what ho h 
most filled; In tho last return his namo is 
only upon threo ditlercnt connnissionu, hut 
forjsomc three or four years hn hus been dis- 
tributed over somesix or eight .com mission a. 
It will ho douhtod how murh iho public rov* 
rijuo will ho enhanced by hi* labors, ujicn it 
is understood, that upon tho commivsion ro- 
lating to Returning Officers, iho ConimU-. 
■loners drew on account nf oxpensus, VilU{\ 
THOUSAND HOLLA K'3, nnd ihocommis. 
si-ui mil # yot terminated! Tho epcounte of 
tho Rotuning Oflieera in iho aggregate will 
not bo reduced beyond 8l,20». Tho not 
profit lo thi Proving of Iho coinmission can 
easily bo computed. 

Another commission to which ho was np- 
pointol was to ascertain why tho Aliinicipal 
nnd Road Act of ^ower Cnntida did nnl 
work, or, as iho French ^y t Jinctionne t in 
sonib parishes in Lower Canada. 

Connected with those Coinrniwlons h an* 
other aYgn fjcant fact. T. LeoTerrill, CW|
